One of the power plants Ever- 
source must sell off has a wide 
range of estimated values, the 
Concord Monitor reported. A 
recent assessment of the Mer- 
rimack Station in Bow, commis- 
sioned by state regulators, esti- 
mated it might sell for $10 million. 
Bow recently assessed the power 
plant’s value at $80 million. 


A faulty smoke detector led 
to a half-hour delay of the 
Monarchs’ game against the 
St. John’s IceCaps, the Union 
Leader reported. The Verizon 
Wireless Arena in Manches- 
ter was evacuated when 
the fire alarm went off in the 
second period. The Monarchs 
won the match 2-1. 



A 90-year-old World War II 
veteran from Milford has 
been awarded France’s 
highest honor, WMUR 
reported. Rosario “Charlie” 
LoCicero was presented 
with the French Legion of 
Honor by French Consul 
General Fabien Fieschi for 
exemplary military and civil 
ian service. 



Nashua aldermen are consider- 
ing a ban against panhandling on 
public roadways, the Union Leader 
reported.

The current proposal 
would let first-time offenders off with 
a warning but subsequent offenses 
could risk up to $500 in fines.

Primary update 

The 2016 race is officially under- 
way as its first declared candidate, 
Texas Republican Sen. Ted Cruz, 
announced he will be running via 
Twitter. Cruz visited New Hamp- 
shire on March 16 and told a crowd 
in Barrington that he was the true 
conservative option, NHPR report- 
ed. New Hampshire was also visited 
by likely presidential candidates 
such as celebrity tycoon Donald 
Trump on March 19 and Kentucky 
Sen. Rand Paul on March 20. Trump 
held an event at the home of a state 
representative, where he spoke crit- 
ically of Common Core educational 
state standards and stressed the need 
to rein in entitlement spending and 
secure the border. Trump has a 
steep climb in New Hampshire. 
A recent UNH poll places him as 
far and away the least favorable 
potential candidate among Repub- 
lican voters. Paul’s visit to the state 
occurred the day after the hiring of 
two key state campaign staffers was 
announced, NHPR reported. He 
told a crowd at Manchester Internet 
company Dyn that he would dras- 
tically reduce taxes and eliminate 
whole government departments. 

Transportation budget 

In a controversial move, budget 
writers have taken the Department 
of Transportation budget out of the 
overall budget and made it a separate 
bill. The House Finance Committee 
passed a bill through to the House, 
which includes $88 million in cuts, 
according to NHPR. DOT offi- 
cials argue such cuts would mean 
laying off 600 employees, closing 
200 bridges and severely reducing 
plowing and maintenance opera- 
tions. Acknowledging the shortfall, 
committee Chairman Neal Kurk, a 
Republican from Weare, has float- 
ed an increase to the state’s gas tax 
by about 8 cents to make up some 
of the difference. Governor Mag-

gie Hassan had proposed increasing 
revenue for the department through 
higher vehicle registration fees, but 
the committee voted against that. 

Common Core exemptions 

Just one week after the Manches- 
ter School District sent letters to 
parents advising them of their right 
to pull their kids from the Smarter 
Balanced exam, the Union Leader 
reported parents and guardians sub- 
mitted 196 exemption requests. The 
exam, which gauges how well stu- 
dents are meeting new Common 
Core standards, has been a source 
of controversy in the city, which has 
entered its first week of testing. Some 
parents complained that the principal 
of Memorial High School had made 
the exemption process too difihcult, 
but a memo sent by Superinten- 
dent Deborah Livingston clarified 
the process. Earlier this month, the 
school board approved an individu- 
al student exemption. 

Raptorgate? 

New Hampshire’s House became 
the subject of some ignominy in 
national news outlets due to com- 
ments made by a couple state 
representatives moments before the 
House defeated a bill written by a 
class of fourth-graders from the 
Lincoln Akerman School in Hamp- 
ton Falls. The bill would have made 
the Red Tailed Hawk the official 
state raptor. Such bills are common, 
as part of teaching kids about civ- 
ics and the legislative process, but, 
NHPR reported, this one took an 
unexpected turn when Republican 
Rep. Warren Groen of Rochester 
compared the violent acts of the bird 
of prey to that of abortion and said 
the bird would be better suited as a 
mascot for Planned Parenthood. The 
fourth-graders were present for the 
comments. House Speaker Shawn 
Jasper told the Hippo he was dis- 
tracted when this speech occurred. 
Jasper called on Rep. Groen to apol- 
ogize for his comments. 

Women’s prison 

The new state prison for wom- 
en is over budget and expected to 
be finished a year late, according to 
NHPR. The $38 million project paid 
for in the last state budget is run- 
ning $12 million over budget. That 
means delays in construction as law- 
makers seek additional funds. It was 
originally slated to open in the fall 


of 2016. Contractors broke ground 
in August, two decades after the 
state was ordered to provide female 
inmates the same services as males. 
The new facility will have 224 beds. 

Broderick’s discontent 

The former chief justice of the 
New Hampshire Supreme Court has 
stepped down as head of the UNH 
School of Law Warren B. Rudman 
Center, the Union Leader reported. 
John Broderick was dean of the law 
school until he began leading the 
Rudman Center last year. Now, he’s 
leaving the school and the center, 
and he blames the university prop- 
er in Durham for lack of support. 
Days after the news of Broderick’s 
discontent was published, he was 
notified by UNH officials to vacate 
his office and not to appear at any 
Rudman Center events. 

Health budget 

The House Finance Commit- 
tee is considering cutting the state 
Department of Health and Human 
Services budget by $117 million, 
NHPR reported, making it $160 
million less than the governor’s pro- 
posed budget. DHHS officials are 
calling the cuts aggressive. Budget 
writers voted to eliminate the $6 mil- 
lion proposed increase for drug and 
alcohol prevention and treatment 
and ServiceLink, which connects 
elderly residents with providers. It 
also voted to cut emergency shel- 
ters by half However, it voted 
against cutting $18 million in devel- 
opmental services and preserved 
$20 million in proposed nursing 
home cuts. The House committee 
also proposed delaying a drop in 
the Medicaid Enhancement Tax and

moving $31 million in uncompen- 
sated care reimbursements meant 
for hospitals to health care provid- 
ers, according to the Union Leader. 
Democrats said it would violate the 
terms of the state’s MET settlement. 

Senate tax cuts 

The state Senate has voted to table 
proposed tax cuts for businesses 
after initially passing them, NHPR 
reported. Republican Senate major- 


ity leader Jeb Bradley supported the 
bill, which would gradually low- 
er the Business Enterprise Tax and 
Business Profits Tax over the next 
four years. Bradley called current 
rates “uncompetitive.” Democrats 
opposed to the bill said it would 
downshift costs to towns and cities. 
The bill was tabled, but Senate lead- 
ers say some form of business tax 
cuts will be in the Senate’s version 
of the state budget. A 


^ UNEMPLOYMENT RATES 

New Hampshire’s unemployment fell below 

I the 4-percent mark in February. N.H. Employ- 
ment Security reports the seasonally adjusted 
rate was 3.9 percent last month. That means 
29,270 state residents are unemployed while 
there are 714,840 who have a job. The adjust- 
ed rate for February 2014 was 5.1 percent.

PEASE TRADEPORT WORKERS 

The Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices is offering free blood testing for perflu- 
orochemicals, or PFCs, for people who might 
have consumed them through the Pease Wa- 
ter System. A well at the Pease Tradeport test- 
ed positive for PFCs and was shut down last 
May. DHHS Director of Public Health Jose 
Montero said the department is respond- 
ing to a public request. “Unfortunately, no 

■ one knows what a typical level is or if these 
chemicals harm a person’s health,” said Mon- 
tero in a press release. PFCs are man-made 
chemicals used in the manufacturing of non- 
stick cookware, fabric coatings and micro- 
wave popcorn bags, among other things.

Smart roads 

Technology keeps traffic moving, drivers safer

New Hampshire roadways have been get- 
ting smarter over the past few years. Sinee 
2012, a growing Intelligent Transportation 
System has been watehing drivers and eol- 
leeting data. What that means, speeifieally, is 
that about 20 road surfaee and weather sen- 
sors and more than 70 eameras along state 
highways are beaming mierowave signals 
into more than 20 miles of fiber optie eable 
and feeding information to the Traffie Man- 
agement Center in Coneord. 

Most of the eameras are along the southern 
part of Interstate 93 and the seaeoast. Road 
sensors tell TMC operators when roads are 
iey and weather updates tell them when roads 
eonditions are likely to worsen. 

“Part of the problem we’ve got now is peo- 
ple drive too fast for eonditions,” said Denise 
Markow, the administrator of the TMC. 

If bad weather or an aeeident eauses a traf- 
fie baekup, the Department of Transportation 
will have real-time awareness of the situation 
and ean work to alleviate eongestion with 
another pieee of equipment they’ve installed 
— the roughly 50 digital message boards 
along major highways. 

When the eameras and sensors are used in 
tandem with the message boards, it ean make 
roads safer. 

“The more information we ean put out on 
the status of the roadway, maybe [drivers] 
will slow down,” she said. 

Markow said the teehnology is meant to 
save the state money by ereating a more effi- 
eient flow of traffie, too. 

“We had an ineident on 1-93 northbound 
where a young boy exited the ear he was rid- 
ing in and was hit and killed on the highway. 
The aeeident happened during the evening 
eommute and elosed the northbound eorridor 
of the interstate for hours,” Markow said. 


People who were driving up from Massa- 
ehusetts were running into serious traffie, so 
when the TMC saw the traffie on their eam- 
eras, they eontaeted Massaehusetts and had 
them post a notiee on their message boards. 

“In a 40-minute period, the queue had dis- 
sipated from over 5 miles to just under 2 
miles as travelers got the message and took 
alternate routes,” said Markow. 

Lt. Jerry Maslan with the New Hampshire 
State Poliee says the message boards have 
proven useful. 

“It’s forewarning to the motorists that 
something is either in front of you or 
something is eoming, like a storm,” said 
Maslan,using the example of a snow squall 
in January that eaused a 3 5 -ear pileup on 
1-93 near Ashland. The boards advised driv- 
ers to take another route. 

TMC operators, of whieh there are seldom 
more than a handful working at a time, sit in 
front of a large sereen ealled a Bareo wall. On 
the far right, a real-time weather radar shows 
any weather events. The rest of the wall is 
filled with live feeds from 56 different eamer- 
as set up along 1-93, the Spaulding Turnpike 
and other major roads. 

The TMC is loeated inside the Ineident 
Planning and Operations Center, where it 
shares spaee with four divisions of the New 
Hampshire Department of Safety: the state 
Fire Marshals Offiee, 911 Communieations, 
Homeland Seeurity Emergeney Management 
and State Poliee Dispateh. The latter shares 
the same room as the TMC so information is 
passed seamlessly between departments. 

TMC operators ean now remotely eon- 
trol 10 variable speed limit signs on 1-93, 
and Markow said this infrastrueture of sen- 
sors, eameras, variable speed limit signs and 
message boards is growing every month. 
It’s a feedbaek loop of information. Camer- 
as and sensors tell operators about aeeidents 
and road eonditions, and they use message 
boards, variable speed limits and even Twitter 


to inform drivers and improve safety. 

Pretty soon, they’ll add another souree of 
data to the eyele: GPS. 

“We’re buying a data layer for speed data,” 
Markow said. 

While they are also buying five speed sen- 
sors purely for data eolleetion on 1-95, she is 
hoping to save money by getting most of this 
information from a GPS eompany. They are 
eurrently in talks with GPS provider TomTom 
to sign a yearly eontraet for their data. 

“The idea behind it is if you drive down 
1-93 every morning and you see a message 
board that [usually] says 15 minutes to Salem, 
then one day it says 45 minutes, something is 
going on,” Markow said. 

With travel time information eonstantly 
available to New Hampshire drivers, Markow 
hopes the state’s roadways will reaeh their 
peak effieieney, avoiding eongestion before it 
oeeurs and responding to unplanned lane elo- 
sures faster than before. 

The GPS data and travel times will be tied 
to a brand new software program they expeet 
to launeh in Deeember. The program will 
make the traffie management system even 
more automated. It will integrate a dozen dis- 
parate programs used by operators and, most

importantly, it will intereonneet the systems 
of Maine and Vermont with New Hamp- 
shire’s. Markow says there’s no other traffie 
management program of this magnitude any- 
where else in the eountry. It’s a roughly 
$4-million projeet, and New Hampshire is 
paying $1.2 million. 

“When we get the eore system up and run- 
ning, we will reaeh out to a eouple vendors 
and say, ‘Do you want to take our data and 
develop an app?”’ said Markow. 

The app would provide motorists with the 
same info provided by the message boards 
and DoT Twitter aeeounts, but with the inte- 
gration of GPS-informed travel times and data 
from New Hampshire’s neighboring states, 
info will be more valuable and up-to-date. 

Eventually, Markow hopes to bring the 
southern New England states, starting with 
Massaehusetts, into the program. 

Niek King, the TMC operations manager, 
is looking forward to a more automated sys- 
tem after an extremely snowy Febmary. 

“We were run pretty thin,” said King. 
“Everybody was working lengthy shifts and 
multiple days, days off, trying to make sure 
we had that 24/7 eoverage with enough staff- 
ing to provide the response to the events.” M

Under the stars 

SleepOut raises money, awareness for homeless youth 

On March 20, about 50 community members and representatives from Child and 
Family Services spent the night sleeping outdoors in downtown Manchester. CFS 
organized the SleepOut, and while it was a first-time event, CFS hopes to host one 
every year in support of the 1,500 runaway, homeless and at-risk youth (ages 12 
to 23) that it serves in New Hampshire. It estimates about 300 of those youth live 
in the greater Manchester area. The event helped to raise more than $130,000. 
Cathy Schmidt, executive director and CEO at the McLane Law Firm, was one of 
the several SleepOut participants. 


Q How did 
% you prepare 
^ for the night? 

^ First, I 
looked at the weath- 
er foreeast and got 
really seared beeause 
it was going to be 14 
degrees and snow flur- 
ries. So I immediately 
went to Eastern Moun- 
tain Sports to find a 
sleeping bag that eould 
withstand zero-degree 
temperatures, and they 
were niee enough to 
also give me a little 
eushion to provide some 
support on the ground. I then paeked my 
baekpaek full of [things like] a flashlight, 
a headlamp, a little thermos of hot ehoeo- 
late. My iPod was fully loaded with tunes 
I eould listen to. And then I dressed with 
lots and lots of layers. So mueh so that 
when I showed up, I was sweating, I was 
so warm. 

Did you get much sleep? 

No, I didn’t. This in no way replicates 
what our homeless youth experience. 
Child and Family Services set us up 
on the lawn at Stanton Park outside the 
Radisson Hotel. And they had a plastic 
cover and cardboard down on the ground 
that we could put our sleeping bags on, 
and there was a big, wide-open tent above 
us to keep the snow off us. So, this is not 
what our normal homeless youth experi- 
ence. But it was very cold and it was very 
hard on the ground. And, despite my best 
efforts, after a long week — I was very 
tired — it was very interrupted sleep. 
Between the honking of cars and the 
flashing of lights and just worrying, you 
know, like, ‘Alright, who’s gonna come

up on us?’ It was kinda 
scary at times. 

Why did you choose 
to subject your- 
self to this level oj 
discomfort? 

McLane has a long 
history of partnership 
with Child and Family 
Services. And last fall, 
when it was still warm 
and balmy outside, 
they had mentioned 
that they’d be having 
this event. And I said, 
‘Of course. Count me 
in.’ But what appealed to 
me is this SleepOut was a solemn event 
bringing community leaders together to 
raise a collective community conscious- 
ness about the plight of homeless youth. 
And that appealed to me. [I wanted] to 
show solidarity, to raise funds and to put 
a spotlight on this very sad reality for so 
many youth in our community. 

How was your experience different 
compared to that of most homeless youth? 

It was different because we were pre- 
pared for it. There was good support. 
There were about 75 of us together. The 
mayor was there to wish us well. [Still], 
it was not a celebration or a campout or 
a rally. It was really just a focus on rais- 
ing awareness on the plight of homeless 
youth. 

What was your biggest take-away 
from your experience? 

This was my biggest thing: When we 
got up and packed our sleeping bags, 
we’d finished our night. All we could 
think about was so many of these home- 
less youth then have to get on with their 
day. And I was so groggy and so lethar- 
gic. And I thought, if I ever had to go to 
work right now or try to be productive, 
it [would be] really challenging. This is 
their reality night after night. They have 
to go off to their jobs or find a job. Just 
to have the energy and carry on, that was 
a severe reality for me. What a challenge.

Monopolized 

Good news for New Hampshire Monopoly players everywhere — 
Hasbro reeently announeed Portsmouth will be a property in the new 
“Here and Now, U.S. Edition,” whieh is being released to eelebrate the 
80th anniversary of the original Monopoly board game. The represent- 
ed eities were ehosen by nearly 4 million votes east in 1 82 eountries 
(for both the U.S. and World editions) via Buzzfeed. (In addition, vot- 
ers were also invited to write in their favorite eities big and small for 
the two brown property spaees in the game.) The only other New Eng- 
land eity listed was Boston.

Infecting white pine forests 

A U.S. Forest Serviee study says a mutated fungus — ealled white 
pine blister rust — is infesting white pine forests in parts of Epsom 
and Coneord and possibly elsewhere in the Northeast, aeeording to an 
NHPR report. Seientists beeame eoneemed in Oetober 2013 that the 
fungus was seen on blaek eurrant plants said to be immune in New 
Hampshire, so hundreds of white pine samples went to a Canadian for- 
est lab for testing and were later eonfirmed to be infeeted.

Comment: Spores of the fungus invade when infected plants lose 
their leaves in the fall and eventually kill the tree. 

Heroin bust 

A multi-agency task force, which included the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office, ICE/Homeland Security, New Hampshire State Police and oth- 
ers, arrested eight individuals for distributing heroin, the Union Leader 
reported. Five reside in the Monadnock region while three are from 
Lawrence, Mass. Police seized more than 3 kilograms of heroin, 2 
of which were in the possession of one alleged dealer arrested at the 
Rockingham Mall in Salem. Authorities also seized cocaine, oxycodo- 
ne pills, thousands of dollars in cash and 14 firearms. The bust puts an 
end to a heroin trafficking ring that has been operating in the Keene 
area for at least five years.

Comment: To put this in perspective, the largest amount of heroin 
seized in Manchester was 300 grams. 

Shelter donation 

The Autofair Automotive Group awarded Families in Transition 
a $50,000 donation to help build a new shelter in Manchester. The 
donation was made through the Community Development Finance 
Authority’s Tax Credit Program. The Family Place Resource Center 
and Shelter that Families in Transition wants to build on Lake Ave. 
is expected to cost $2.3 million. In addition to the shelter, it will also 
include health care services, meals and employment assistance. Mau- 
reen Beauregard, the president of Families in Transition, said in a press 
release, “This is a huge project and the financial support of [the] com- 
munity is essential to its success.” Families in Transition is still raising 
the remaining $247,441 needed for construction to begin in June.

Basketball brings excitement back 


I have this theo- 
ry that people are more 
attaehed to things from 
the time they first stum- 
bled on them and as time 
goes on, for most, that 
thing loses its luster. I’m 
not sure that’s true, but it is for me with the 
NCAA Tournament, whieh I first saw in the 
late ’60s and it was love at first sight. And 
from that point it was a fun journey as there 
was the UCLA dynasty to root for as the tour- 
ney grew from a 32-team format to 64, the 
original Big East was formed to make east- 
ern relevant again and there were the ieonie 
players like Bill Walton, Rick Mount, Cal- 
vin Murphy, Larry Bird, Magic Johnson, 
Patrick Ewing, Christian Laettner and 
the greatest eollege player of them all. Lew 
Alcindor. 

But, as the tourney arrives this year, while 
it’s the NBA’s doing, we’re deep into the 
one-and-done that doesn’t let you wateh the 
most talented freshmen grow to be seniors 
as I got to see most of the people mentioned 
above do. There’s AAU-ization of reeruit- 
ing, aeademie seandals at North Carolina 
and slimy programs like Syraeuse and UCo- 
nn with their long traek reeord of not giving 
a whit about players off the eourt while the 
eoaehes pull down gigantie money. All of it 
takes the luster off my interest in eollege ball 
and the tourney going in. 

And then as it starts, I see RJ Hunter bury 
an offiee-pool-busting game- winner with 2.7 
seeonds left to make 14-seed Georgia State 
upset winner over 3 -seed Baylor and the joy 
that follows and I’m hooked again. So here 
are some thoughts on the opening weekend 
in sports’ greatest tournament and beyond: 

The headline story is for the seeond 
straight year a team looking to be the first 
undefeated and untied season sinee Indiana 
in 1976. This time it’s the Calipari One- 
And Dones, who did their part by winning 
two easy games to move to 34-0. Kentueky, 
ineidentally, is the one who ended Wiehi- 


ta State’s dreams of pulling off the feat last 
year. 

NCAA Tournament 101: In the year Indi- 
ana did go undefeated, it wasn’t the only 
sehool to eome to the ’76 Final Four unde- 
feated. Name that other sehool. 

First-round All-Name Team: BeeJay 
Anya, NC State; Varum Ram, Maryland; 
San Diego State’s Kibret Woldemichael; 
the Xavier duo of Makinde London and 
Myles Davis, who make beautiful musie 
together. 

My braeket-buster was NC State tak- 
ing down Villanova, who I had going to the 
Final Four. 

The line for Claremont’s Kaleb Tarcze- 
wski as Arizona moved on to the Sweet 16 
was 13 points, 3 rebounds and 3 assists, and 
8 points, 9 rebounds in blowout wins over 
Texas Southern and Ohio State. He needs 
a good tourney — as he’s a seeond-round 
ehoiee in many NBA moek drafts before the 
year, I haven’t seen him in one reeently. 

UCLA moving on to the Sweet 16 seems 
like revenge for eoaehes past. First they beat 
Larry Brown, who walked out on the pro- 
gram after two seasons in the early ’80s, and 
SMU on that eontroversial goal tend at the 
end on Thursday, and then Saturday it was 
UAB, whieh is where Gene Bartow bolted 
to after the pressure of being John Wood- 
en’s replaeement got to be too mueh. 

Hard to believe, but today is the 42nd 
anniversary of Walton shooting an astonish- 
ing 21 for 22 in leading UCLA to its seventh 
straight NCAA title with an 81-76 win over 
Memphis State. And here’s the faet you ean 
use to dazzle folks at parties: His “miss” 
eame on a putbaek dunk that was disallowed 
beeause dunking was illegal in 1973. 

NCAA Tournament 101 Answer: Led by 
star Phil Sellers, Rutgers eame to the ’76 
Final Four at 32-0. But the dream died in a 
loss to Miehigan, whieh was led by speedy 
Ricky Green and Phil Hubbard to set up 
an All-Big 10 Final. 

NCAA Tournament 102: Who seored the 


most points in an NCAA playoff game and 
in an NCAA final? 

With Tom Crean out at Indiana, rumors 
say they’ll finally bring baek eurrent UCLA 
eoaeh and ’80s Hoosiers star Steve Alford. 
It makes sense as the glory days have been 
gone sinee before Bobby Knight left, and a 
star linked to him might be the tieket to bring 
it baek. 

Does anyone realize that now Ameri- 
ea East stalwarts Albany — whieh is in the 
danee — and Stony Brook were bottom- 
dwellers in the NECC with SNHU less than 
a deeade ago? 

By the way, you ean piek on Coach Cal, 
but at least Kentueky makes no pretense 
what its players are there for. Duke has three 
freshmen in Jahlil Okafor, Justise Win- 
slow and Tyus Jones who are most likely 
going to bolt to the NBA, so why don’t Duke 
or Coaeh K get similar grief for a program 
built on one-and-done freshmen? 

On my list to get a eloser look is Ken- 
tueky ’s Willie Cauley Stein, the kind of rim 
proteetor and rebounder the Celties need, 
who should go somewhere between 5 and 
10 in the NBA draft. With the ammo they 
have, even if they fall around 12 they ean go 
up and get him if he’s worth it. Also want- 
ed to see more of Myles Turner, an alleged 
sleeper for the Clippers’ mid-20s piek and 
Texas 7-foot freshman who had 2 points and 
10 rebounds while saddled with foul trouble 
in UT’s one-and-done loss to Butler. 

NCAA Tournament 102: Austin Carr of 
Notre Dame holds the single-game reeord 
of 61 against Ohio University, while Ken- 
tueky ’s Goose Given seored 41 in the 
Wildeats’ 1977 Finals win over Duke to get 
the finals reeord. 

My friend Petey K, an astute eollege 
basketball observer, told me this winter he 
thought Kentueky eould make the NBA 
playoffs. And the aforementioned Larry 
Brown said the same thing the other day. 

No way.

Tucked halfway up the south slope of 
Goffstown’s North Uneanoonue Mountain 
is Uneanoonue Mt. Perennials, a nursery 
with 2.5 aeres, over 900 types of plants and 
35 years of history. 

Owner Nettie Rynearson grew up in 
a family of amateur gardeners but fell in 
love with plants in a eollege elass. In 1979, 
she bought a plot of land on the mountain 
and started planting. 

‘Tt seems like it’s my purpose in life 
to make this property the most beautiful 
plaee on earth,” Rynearson said. “That’s 
what we’ve been working towards all these 
years.” 

The nursery opens for business on April 
25 this year and will operate Wednesday 
through Sunday, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Rynear- 
son has been expanding eaeh year with 
more plants, extended hours and a pro- 
gressing website. 

Her latest projeet? Developing an online, 
printable eatalog detailing every plant with 
its priee, photo, and a eolorfiil deseription. 

“It’s quite a resouree for people,” she

said. 

Uneanoonue eurrently grows 80 pereent 
of what it sells, and that number inereas- 
es eaeh year. 

“We are different than a garden een- 
ter, whieh sells fertilizers and gloves and 
eards, et eetera,” Rynearson said. “We’re a 
nursery. We’re all about the plants.” 

Part of what makes Uneanoonue unique 
is its extensive display gardens — half an 
aere of winding paths through eolor-eoor- 


dinated gardens of labelled plants. There 
is also a formal rose garden with white 
wooden fenees, briek patios, arbors, and 
pathways that eirele around. 

“It’s beautiful and smells wonderful,” 
Rynearson said. “Roses are one of our 
speeialties.” 

The nursery has an extensive selee- 
tion of heart perennials, shrubs, flowering 
vines and berry bushes, just to name a few. 
With over 900 different plants to ehoose 


from, Rynearson said eustomers ean get 
overwhelmed, so she ereated a group of 
low-maintenanee plants she likes to eall 
the “love ‘em and leave ‘ems.” 

“They’re for newbies or time-strapped 
gardeners who want their gardens to look 
great but don’t want to spend all weekend 
on them,” she said. “It helps people know 
where to start and takes the seariness out of 
our huge seleetion.” 

On June 27 and June 28, Uneanoonue 
will throw its 35th anniversary eelebration 
with bouquet giveaways, T-shirts and free 
refreshments. 

For now, Rynearson and the nursery 
staff are just waiting for the snow to melt 
so they ean start fertilizing and displaying 
the plants they potted in the fall in prepara- 
tion for the spring. 

“I have a great job,” she said. “I get to be 
outside, spending my time in the gardens 
and nurturing beauty.” M

Dimensions in Dance

“I really try to emphasize that ballet is a per- 
forming art form,” said Amy Fortier, artistie 
direetor for Dimensions in Danee and its non- 
profit performanee eompany. Ballet Misha. 
“One thing that’s gotten really popular is eom- 
petitive danee and eompetitive eheerleading, 
but I feel like a lot of that art form gets lost 
when you turn it into a sport or eompetition.” 

Fortier thinks that she, her students and the 
general eommunity get more out of danee 
when they perform not end-of-year-reeitals, 
but ballets with storylines, like Mary Pop- 
pins, whieh is at the Palaee Theatre May 30. 

Other notable events inelude April 27, 
when they’ll perform pieees at the Curri- 
er Museum of Art inspired by landseape 
paintings on view; the InTown Manehester 
Family Fun Fest this summer, where they 
perform a take of Mauriee Sendak’s Where 
the Wild Things Are', and their annual Nut- 
cracker performanee in Deeember, also at 
the Palaee. This past year, a small group of 
students has also been performing an inter- 
pretation of David Rottenberg’s Gwendolyn 
the Graceful Pig at various area sehools. 


“I think kids get exeited when they have 
aetual roles. They ean really identify with it 
more. It’s a lot more work for us, and for our 
sehool and my faeulty, but for us, it’s real- 
ly worth it to do a huge produetion like that 
beeause the kids get so mueh more out of it,” 
Fortier said. 

Dimensions in Danee was founded in 1995 
by Miehele Leslie, a professional daneer with 
the Danee Theatre of Harlem. Fortier, a former 
student, took over in 2007 when Leslie died. 


She brought her own expertise — she trained 
at the Boston Ballet, the Walnut Hill Sehool 
and Goueher College in Baltimore — and add- 
ed another element. Ballet Misha, the nonprofit 
performing danee eompany within the Dimen- 
sions in Danee sehool (whieh means they ean 
apply for grants). It’s named for Leslie, whom 
Fortier ealled “Misha” as a ehild. 

About 200 students, ages 2 to adult, 
eurrently rehearse in a renovated 1920s his- 
torie building on Myrtle Street in downtown

“We have the largest adult program in the 
state,” Fortier said. “A lot of schools won’t 
take dancers over the age of 18 because 
adult programs don’t make enough mon- 
ey [because the classes are small]. ... They 
think it’s not worth it. We’re lucky because 
we have three dance studios, but it’s typical- 
ly hard to take a time slot away from a class 
that could make a lot more money.” 

Fortier thinks it’s important that arts 
organizations support other organizations 
— hence the company’s collaboration with 
Southern New Hampshire Dance Theater, 
Northern Ballet Theatre, the Currier Muse- 
um of Art and the Manchester Community 
Music School, among others. But she thinks 
all this traveling and diversity is good for her 
dancers too. 

“Dance is all about relating to your audience, 
and getting your audience to feel something or 
believe in what you’re doing. The more diverse 
audiences they have, the more they can grow 
as dancers,” Fortier said. A

Photorealism pioneer 

Currier features Richard Estes

If there’s one artist missing in the Yale 
University Art Gallery’s traveling exhibi- 
tion, “Still Life: 1970s Photorealism,” it’s 
Riehard Estes — in the opinion of Currier 
Museum of Art eurators, anyway. 

On view at the museum now through May, 
the Yale show transports viewers baek to days 
of musele ears and road-side diners through 
37 photorealistie print, oil and seulptural 
pieees. But for Currier eurators, there was 
a elear gap. Estes, an important artist in this 
movement, was nowhere to be seen. 

“Riehard Estes is really a pioneer in pho- 
torealism,” said Currier Museum of Art 
eurator Kurt Sundstrom during a gallery 
walk-through. “It was very weird that they 
didn’t have an Estes in the show.” 

So, shortly after the “Still Life” opening, 
museum eurators ereated a eomplementary 
exhibition alongside it: “Painterly to Pre- 
eise: Riehard Estes at the Currier,” whieh is

The stars in this small show are the muse- 
um’s two newest aequisitions by the artist 
— “Baby Doll Lounge” (1978), a painting 
of a TriBeCa street seene, and “Quali- 
eraft Shoes (The Chinese Lady)” (1974), 
a sereenprint of a storefront. As with all 
the “Still Life” paintings, looking at them 
is like stepping baek in time. (And if you 
look really elosely, you’ll find treats, like 
in “Baby Doll Lounge,” whieh has a ear 
whose lieense plate displays Estes’ name 
and the month in whieh he painted it.) 

Estes, now 82, used photos like sketeh- 


books — he’d take hundreds and then use 
those images to eonstruet a eomposition. A 
great deal of thought went into every detail. 

“If you think about it, when you look at 
something like this,” Sundstrom said, ges- 
turing to “Baby Doll Lounge,” “there’s so 
mueh information. You eouldn’t possibly 
sit on the street and sketeh everything out. 
He’s trying to eapture a moment. . . . There’s 
a lot of artistie thought that goes on. It’s not 
a rote eopying of the image.” 

And even though they’re realistie depie- 
tions, you’ll notiee things you won’t in real 
life. Refleetions, for instanee. 


“He talks about how the eye ean only 
foeus on one thing — either it’s the reflee- 
tion or it’s the interior of the building. But 
he says that in photography or in painting, 
you ean do both,” Sundstrom said, point- 
ing to “Qualieraft Shoes (The Chinese 
Lady),” whieh depiets two storefronts 
whose windows display not only what’s 
behind the window, but also what’s behind 
the viewer. 

Also in the show are sketehes and old- 
er paintings that show Estes’ artistie 
development. Sketehes line the walls and 
demonstrate his favor of realism over the 
more dominant 1970s art trends — abstrae- 
tion, pop and minimalism. The earliest 
— “Reelining Man” and “Reelining Fig- 
ure in White Leotard” and “Figures on a 
Beneh” — eontain figures, but eventual- 
ly, in order to plaee more emphasis on the 
spaee, light and arehiteeture of the eities 
he was painting, he’d remove them in lat- 
er years. 

“Estes has put figures in his reeent work, 
but he says that if you ean see a figure in 
a painting, the viewer often identifies with 
that person. What is that person doing on the 
street? Is he or she going shopping? Out to 
eat? To meet friends?” Sundstrom said. “You 
separate yourself from the objeet more.” 

Estes is a Maine artist — another reason 
museum eurators felt so strongly about his 
inelusion — and Sundstrom hopes to try 
to get him to visit the museum before the 
show’s elose. A

They wouldn’t have it any other way. 

At the time of their interviews, they were 
waist-deep in placing finishing touches for 
Nashua High School South’s take of Okla- 
homa!, which hits the stage this weekend. 
The largest NHSS musical in recent histo- 
ry, there were costume fittings to complete 
(plaid shirts and prairie skirts for 55 stu- 
dents), dances to sharpen and sets to paint. 
But they were totally in sync, both in vision 
and enthusiasm. 

‘T cannot fathom working with a better 
partner than my wife on these projects,” 
said Joel Iwaskiewicz. “We’re so like- 
minded. When we think about the kinds of 
experiences we hope to give the kids, our 
visions align so consistently.” 

The pair also directed the last two Nash- 
ua High School South spring musicals 
together (Singin'in the Rain two years ago, 
Peter Pan last year). They chose this title 
with fellow Nashua English teacher/pro- 
ducer Greg Montine, because it hadn’t been

done recently in the area and because they 
had the kids to fill the roles. They had great 
actors and singers, yes, but this year’s cast 
is also filled with fantastic dancers, per- 
fect for the play’s 13 -minute-long ballet 
sequence. 

Often times in Oklahoma! — the first 
collaboration by Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein, in 1943 — this dance scene gets 
watered down, particularly in youth and 
community theater productions. 

“But Laura has an amazing group. The 
girl who plays Laurey in the dream ballet 
is one of the best dancers I’ve ever seen, 
and she’s been studying for over a decade. 
To watch her dance her solo onstage, you’d 
think it was a professional show,” Joel 
Iwaskiewicz said. 

In fact, the pair gave this dancer, senior 
Olivia Brown, free rein. Brown, who plans 
to study dance in college and currently 
practices about 16 hours a week, choreo- 
graphed the solo herself 

“It’s nice because I’m not much of a 
singer or an actor, but I’ve really loved 
doing the shows in the past,” Brown said, 
stretching before a rehearsal. It was a week 
and a half before showtime, and she was 
wearing one of her costumes: a floor-length 
navy dress lined with lace. “Most of the 
time I’m at dance, so I don’t have a lot of 
time for school things. It’s really nice to be 
able to come in and be a part of something 
like this.” 

Some students were skeptical about 
Oklahoma! Even though it’s a classic, many 
were unfamiliar with the plot beforehand. 

One of those students was 16-year-old 
Christina Higginson. Once she gave the 
show a chance, she found Oklahoma! was

“We had 
maybe 10 students, 10 tables set up 
in the library lobby. There was so 


mueh interest in it that other students 
wanted to partieipate too.” 

Now, the event has gained reeog- 
nition and partieipation from beyond 
the eampus. Loeal businesses pro- 
vide gifts for the raffles and loeal 
restaurants donate food. Coneord 
High Sehool brings its ESL students, 
and a few loeal elementary sehools 
bring their elasses as well. 

“It’s important to allow new- 
eomers to share their expertise in 
something, and likewise, it’s impor- 
tant for the host eommunity to be 
open to learning something new,” 
said Higgins.

Pruning apple trees 


Better late than never

Often the snow on the hilly south side of 
my house has melted by early Mareh, allow- 
ing snowdrops to push their little noses out of 
the ground and permitting me to piek buds that 
open up indoors. Most years by mid-Mareh 
the snow has melted enough to allow me to get 
out and move around my apple trees to pmne 
them. Not this year. Snow is still knee-deep 
here and not disappearing very quiekly. It will 
be April before I get to do mueh pmning. 

The first step in pruning is to really take 
a good long look at the tree. Are there dead 
branehes? They must go. Are there branehes 
rubbing? You must remove one or the other. 
What about what I eall “invaders?” Invad- 
ers are branehes that “see” an empty spot and 
grow willy-nilly through the eenter of the tree 
to grab the sunshine. Off with it! Is the interi- 
or erowded? If so, it needs work. 

Where you make your pruning euts is 
important for tree health. Don’t eut braneh- 
es flush to the trunk or a bigger braneh. 
Don’t eut into the swollen area at the base 
of a braneh, an area ealled the braneh eol- 
lar. You ean often see a distinet edge to the 
eollar where the wrinkles in the bark in the 
braneh eollar stop and the smooth bark of the 
braneh begins. But don’t eut off branehes too 
far from the trunk, either. That ereates stubs 
that will die and slowly rot away, leaving an 
open wound where disease ean enter. 

In general, it is better to take a few big- 
ger branehes than lots of little ones. You ean 
safely remove 20 to 25 pereent of a tree’s 
leaves when pruning, though a well-tended 
tree won’t even need that mueh. The amount 
of wood is less important than the num- 
ber of leaves, though that is a bit difiieult to 
determine in winter. Pruning an old, negleet- 
ed apple tree might be done with just a few 
euts to remove big branehes that are eompet- 
ing with the tree’s eentral leader or eluttering 
up the interior of the tree. Then in subsequent 
years you might work on smaller branehes. 

If you want blossoms and fruit, you ean see 
if a braneh will produee apples by looking for 
fimit spurs. Fruit spurs are gnarly little braneh- 
es, usually just 3 or 4 inehes long, that grow 
off bigger branehes, branehes that are at least 
two or three years old. At the tip of eaeh spur 
is a eluster of buds that will produee leaves 
and flowers. If you are deeiding whether to 
remove a braneh, look for fruit spurs before 
eutting. Fruit spurs will not produee fruit in 
their first year. 

Apples (and erabapples) tend to send up 
lots of waterspouts. These start as peneil-thiek 
twigs shooting straight up from bigger braneh- 
es. They are often a stress response: in summer

they grow to produee leaves in the eool interi- 
or of a tree when the outer leaves have stopped 
produeing food for the tree beeause it’s too hot. 
So even if you eut them out every year, more 
will eome, often in the same plaee. Same vari- 
eties of trees send out a lot of water sprouts, 
others just a few. If you leave them in plaee, 
they will eventually beeome full sized nui- 
sanee branehes eluttering up your tree. 

A few words about bad erotehes. Fruit bear- 
ing branehes should be at a 45- to 60-degree 
angle from the main trunk. A bad eroteh angle 
(30 degrees or less) exist when there is a very 
tight angle between two stems. If the stems 
develop heavy fruit loads or are subjeet to 
heavy iee and snow loads, the weak eroteh 
may break open, damaging the tree. 

Breaking of bad erotehes oeeurs beeause 
as the branehes grow, they grow together, 
enelosing bark - and ereating a weak spot. 
Prune one of the two branehes to eorreet the 
problem. Do this when a tree is young if you 
ean. Some trees are more prone to bad eroteh- 
es than others. Maples, for example, often 
are full of bad eroteh angles (but don’t prune 
them in spring as they will bleed exeessively). 

Apples produee the most fmit on braneh- 
es that are more horizontal than vertieal. 
Sometimes I weight down young branehes to 
make them more horizontal. A milk jug with 
some water in it will do the job, and you ean 
inerease the weight to just the right amount by 
tying on the jug and adding water. Do that in 
mid- April and remove it on the Fourth of July. 

For me, pruning is not just about getting the 
most flowers or fimit from a tree — it’s about 
ereating a beautiful form. In winter, espeeial- 
ly, I enjoy looking at a well-pruned tree as 
seulpture. If a tree has big branehes haeked 
off to ereate a tree with a short profile, as some 
are in eommereial orehards, it is not pleasing 
to the eye. A tree that tapers toward the top 
and has nieely spaeed branehes looks good 
and produees a good fruit load, too. Experts 
say that an apple tree should generally have a 
eentral leader or stem that dominates the tree 
and grows up the middle of it. 

Pruning apple trees is one of my seasonal 
joys. Climbing up an old apple on a blue- 
sky day to prune it makes me feel like a boy 
again. I ean’t wait.

I saw in the Hippo that you might be able 
to give me an approximate value on the 
attached Leonard & Baker cook stove.

Dear Joanne, 

Cook stoves are not really in a speeifie 
antique eategory and are tough to evaluate 
for appraisal values, but I ean give you my 
experienee with them and see if that will 
help you out. 

Your stove is a Fairmont but designed by 
Leonard & Baker Co., in Taunton, Mass. 
They had other loeations as well, but yours 
being an early 1900s model means it most 
likely eame from there. Cook stoves, wheth- 
er they burned wood, wood and gas, or just 
gas, were needed at that time. So there are 
many out there even today that survived 
and are in good working eondition. 

History isn’t what will eount when trying 
to determine the value as mueh as trying 
to find a new home for it will. So eondi- 
tion, design, sometimes the manufaeturer 
and use of it will be where the value lies. I 
have heard of a eompany that fully restores 
sueh stoves into eleetrie but with the same 
old-fashioned look. These stoves sell for 
thousands of dollars, as do reproduetion 
stoves of this same style. 

If I had to put an appraisal on it for age, 
history, eondition now, usefulness, ete., I 




would say it should be worth a eouple thou- 
sand dollars. But on an aetual market, you 
see stoves in this age, eolor and style go for 
around $500. If you are looking to sell it, 
it will either be bought by someone who 
would like it for a eamp or in their home, or 
pieked up by someone who has the ability 
to fully restore and re-ereate it. 

I hope you are keeping it and are still 
using it. They eook really well; I have had 
one and used it often for eooking and heat- 
ing as well.

we! weather every few 

months. It happened 
again last night. I had driven for about 
five or six minutes, and the pedal went all 
the way to the floor. My car just kept roll- 
ing right along. I have learned to pump 
the pedal, and it corrects itself and works 
fine after that ... until it happens again, a 
few months later. The dealer says it is not 
happening. But it IS happening, and Vm 
afraid it will cause my death eventually. 
Do you have any idea what could be done 
to prevent this? — Catherine 
No, but you might want to tie a king- 
size air mattress to your front bumper 
until you figure it out, Catherine. 

Aetually, I think your dealer is aeting 
uneonseionably by telling you it’s not 
happening — and by sending you baek 
on the roads without attempting to fix it. 
Send eopies of those repair orders, where 
he wrote that, to the exeeutor of your will, 
so at least your heirs ean own the dealer- 


ship if this does eause your death. 

But we’d rather make sure it doesn’t. 
So tell your dealer to start by replaeing 
your brake master eylinder. Based on the 
symptoms, that’s the most likely eulprit. 
A bad master eylinder ean fail intermit- 
tently, and then regain pressure. 

A stuek brake or parking brake also 
ean eause this eondition by eausing your 
brake fluid to boil and your brakes to fail. 
But that’s unlikely to happen after only 
five or six minutes of driving, so I’d lean 
toward the master eylinder. 

They have to try something. They 
ean’t just let you drive around with dis- 
appearing brakes. So have the dealer put 
in a master eylinder, and hope that solves 
the problem. And if not, have them make 
their next best guess, whatever it is, and 
try another brake system eomponent. You 
have to get to the bottom of this, Cath- 
erine, before you end up in the paekage 
eompartment of a stopped UPS truek. 
Good luek! 

Dear Car Talk: 

I am retiring to Mexico this year. I need 
to buy a new car there. Since Ive always 
driven a small, compact car here in the 
U.S., I’d like to try something different. 


with more power, comfort, speed and that 
‘je ne sais quoi. ” My new-car options are 
either a red Honda Civic Coupe Si EXT 
or a silver Honda Pilot Touring with all- 
wheel drive. In your vast knowledge of 
cars, which one would you recommend 
for an old girl not ready to retire from 
having fun? — Rebecca 

I lean toward the Pilot, for two reasons: 

(1) The unknown quality of the roads, and 

(2) it’s not red. 

While there are plenty of good roads 
in Mexieo, you don’t say preeisely where 
you’re moving. If the roads aren’t in great 
condition and are full of potholes where 
you live (like they are in our fair city), 
that Civic Si, with its sportier tuning, is 
going to clatter your teeth all day long. So 
if you ignore our advice, make sure you 
also get an excellent Mexican dental plan. 

And the Civic Si’s low ground clear- 
ance probably will cost you a couple of 
exhaust systems along the way. So get a 
plan for those, too. 

The Civic Si is best on smoothly paved 
roads. It handles really well, but to get 
that “planted to the road” feeling, you 
give up some ride comfort. And you may 
want all the ride comfort you can get. 

The other issue I have with it is that it’s 


bright red. And I think when you’re living 
in a foreign country — and especially if 
you may be perceived as “well off’ by the 
locals — you want to blend in as much as 
possible so as not to make yourself a tar- 
get. Driving a brand-new, sporty red car is 
likely to attract attention, and perhaps not 
the kind of attention you want. 

Again, I don’t know exactly where 
you’re going. You may end up living in 
a neighborhood full of Range Rovers and 
Escalades. Your neighbors may feel sor- 
ry for you in your little, red Civic. But to 
be safe. I’d lean toward something a little 
less attention-grabbing. 

I think the Pilot will be more comfort- 
able if you have to navigate poorer roads. 
It’s also reliable and practical, with its 
cargo space and all-wheel drive. And sil- 
ver is a color that doesn’t scream “Look at 
me” as much as red does. 

The Pilot isn’t invisible, either, since it’s 
a late-model SUV. But it’s not a partic- 
ularly flashy one. In fact, I don’t think 
of the Pilot as having very much “je ne 
sais quoi”; I think of it as having more 
“grand derriere.” Enjoy your retirement, 
Rebecca.

NeHaCa hosts annual camping & RV show

Whether you prefer to do your eamping in 
a hare-bones tent or a deeked-out RV, the 43rd 
Annual NH Camping & RV Show, happening 
Friday, Mareh 27, through Sunday, Mareh 29, 
will have something for everyone. 

The show, sponsored by the New Hamp- 
shire Campground Owners’ Assoeiation 
(NeHaCa), is the largest of its kind in the 
state, with over 8,000 attendees last year. This 
year’s show, held at the Sportsplex in Bedford 
— its largest venue to date — will span aeross 
two buildings, eover roughly 92,000 square 
feet and feature over 100 exhibitors. 

“This is the largest show we’ve produeed,” 
said Jeremy Sprinee, NeHaCa’s assistant 
exeeutive direetor and the show’s manager. 
“We wanted to move to a bigger loeation both 
to introduee larger models but also to give 
an opportunity to exhibitors who we haven’t 
been able to aeeommodate in the past with 
limited spaee.” 

The show will inelude an array of RVs, 
trailers, pop-up eampers and eamping 
equipment, as well as information about 
New England’s eampgrounds from over 50 
eampground owners and managers. There 
will be informational seminars through- 
out the day, plus family aetivities ineluding 
a bouney house, faee painting and pho- 
tos with the eampground maseots. Clark’s 
Trading Post will also send its infamous 
Wolfman to the show. 

“We get a good mix of people,” said Gregg 
Pitman, NeHaCa’s exeeutive direetor. “For 
people looking for an RV or ready to trade 
in their RV, the show is a plaee to get great 
diseounts before the end of the season. ... Peo- 
ple also eome to [look into] eampgrounds, 
and meeting the eampground owners makes 
it more relational and gives them a sense of

welcome and relationship.” 

Bob Zagami, executive director of the New 
England RV Dealers Association, will offer 
two of the three seminars. First-time Buy- 
ers will be held on Friday at 2 and 6 p.m. and 
Saturday at 11 a.m., 3 p.m. and 5 p.m. Camp- 
ing Without a Camper will be held Friday at 4 
p.m. and Saturday at 1 p.m. 

“Usually 50 percent of people at a show 
don’t own an RV,” said Zagami. “The [First 
Time Buyers] seminar gives them an over- 
view of the different types of RVs, the various 
considerations to take in selecting an RV, but 
also of the lifestyle.” 

If you’re going to the show intending to 
buy an RV, Zagami advises that you look 
at several models, understand how they’re 
constructed, test drive them and talk to the 
salespeople. If the salesperson is only trying 
to sell the RV but isn’t talking with you about 
it, “move on,” he said. 

In Camping Without a Camper, Zagami 
will address those who aren’t ready to buy an 
RV but still want to enjoy the lifestyle. Most 
campgrounds, he said, have rental units or 
cabins, and the standard price to rent an RV 
for a week is around $1,000. 

“Oftentimes when we introduce people 
to renting and they experience the lifestyle, 
all of a sudden they want to become own- 
ers,” he said. “A lot of people are frustrated 
with today’s society and that’s why [camp- 
ing] is so popular, because it’s a time to 
disconnect from their devices, have discus- 
sions rather than text messages, and engage 
with each other.” 

Paul Morehouse Jr. from Big Daddy RV 
Sales & Service of Winchester will give the 
third seminar about RV maintenance and how 
to get the most out of your RV on Sunday at 
noon and 3 p.m. 

If you have an idea of where and when 
you’d like to make a camping trip, select 
campgrounds will be ready to take reserva- 
tions on the spot. The earlier you can make 
a reservation, the better, as campgrounds fill 
up fast. 

“There are 14 billion RVs on the road 
today,” said Zagami. “Camping is the last 
vestige of what America used to be like. Now, 
you can live in a neighborhood for 10 years 
and not know your neighbors. At a camp- 
ground, you know your neighbors within five 
minutes. It’s a lifestyle many people don’t 
know exists, but once they try it, it changes 
their lives forever.” 

The New Hampshire Food Bank will be 
taking donations at the show. Attendees 
who donate at least two items will receive 
$2 off the $10 admission cost. Last year, 
the show raised 5,000 pounds of food, and 
Sprinee said they are hoping to exceed that 
number this year. A

Smartphone apps on any PC 

Android emulators put little apps on bigger screens

Mobile apps sure are fun, huh? Too bad 
they’re eonfined to a tiny phone sereen. 
Wouldn’t it be niee to use some of those 
apps on your eomputer, with a keyboard 
and mouse? 

There’s always the emulator that eomes 
with Android Studio, the app development 
program put out by Google itself. But it’s a 
huge download, a bear to eonfigure and just 
more than most people need. 

For straightforward (and, importantly, 
free) Android emulation on Windows, there 
are two easier options. 

BlueStacks (bluestaeks.eom) is the more 
trouble-free, automagieal emulator of the 
two. Its offieial name is “BlueStaeks App 
Player,” refleeting its foeus on both games 
and apps, rather than replieating a eomplete 
Android deviee on your desktop. In faet, 
the home sereen is just a eolleetion of apps. 

That philosophy makes BlueStaeks per- 
haps not the best emulator for the hard-eore 
teehie, but it’s ridieulously simple for those 
just wanting to get their apps up and mnning. 
The installer ereates a folder of apps right on 
the Windows desktop, so you ean launeh your 
favorite Android game right from there. 

BlueStaeks runs in its own window or 
in fullsereen mode. Some apps might look 
stretehed out depending on your display reso- 


lution, so it’s worth futzing with the Windows 
registry to get everything looking right: 

• From a eommand line or “Run...” box, 
type “regedit” and hit Enter. 

• Navigate to Computer > HKEY_ 
LOCAL MACHINE > SOFTWARE > 
BlueStaeks > Guests > Android > Frame- 
Buffer > 0. 

• Double-eliek “GuestHeight.” 

• Seleet “Deeimal” under “Base.” 

• Under “Value data” enter the height, in 
pixels, of your Windows sereen resolution. 
For example, if your display is set to 1024 
X 768, you would enter 768 here. 


• Cliek OK. 

• Do exaetly the same thing with “Win- 
dow Height.” 

• Do the same with “GuestWidth” and 
“WindowWidth” but enter the width of 
your sereen resolution instead. 

• Reboot. 

It’s easier than it looks, I promise. There 
is one other downside to BlueStaeks: in 
order to keep using it for free, you need to 
install promotional apps oeeasionally. 

Andy (andyroid.eom), on the other hand, 
is pretty mueh like running a whole Android 
tablet on your Windows eomputer. You not 


only get the familiar Android home sereen, 
you get full aeeess to all Android settings. 

You ean also eustomize the emulated 
deviee to a remarkable degree, down to the 
amount of memory and number of proees- 
sor eores it should use. And, yes, its sereen 
resolution. More haeking ean be done 
through the software Andy runs on top of 

To set up a virtual maehine, Andy makes 
use of an existing applieation from Oraele 
ealled VirtualBox. This software is the real 
emulator here, doing the hard work of mak- 
ing a pretend phone or tablet out of bits and 
bytes. Andy eonsists of the Android image 
and a buneh of Windows eontrols. 

Andy is a bit more of a ehallenge to set 
up initially than BlueStaeks, but its eon- 
figurability gives you a lot of options for 
tweaking performanee and aeeessing your 
eomputer ’s hardware. It even takes advan- 
tage of virtualization features in most 
modem proeessors, if they’re enabled on 
your maehine. 

When I first installed Andy, it didn’t sup- 
port my laptop’s multi-toueh sereen, while 
BlueStaeks did. A reeent update fixed that, 
though, so it’s now my Android emulator 
of ehoiee. Your seleetion might similarly 
hinge on what works best on your hard- 
ware. Have fun!

Get it done 

Maximizing workout results

Sticking to a consistent 
workout isn’t just about creat- 
ing a good habit.

^ keeps you motivated to work, 
if you’re not seeing improvements on a 
regular basis both physically and visually, 
you’re probably on borrowed time before 
you start wandering back to the fridge at 2 
a.m. for a handful of eookies and a glass 
of milk. 

If you’re already showing up to work out 
at least three to five times per week, now 
it’s time to take a look at what you’re doing 
for a routine and, even more importantly, 
how you’re doing those things.

1. Choose total body exereises. Instead 
of using exereises that foeus on a single 
joint or musele group, maximize the calor- 
ie bum by foeusing on aetivities whieh 
eombine several movements into a single 
motion. For instanee, rather than using a leg 
extension, leg curl and calf raise machine, 
do a leg press or free weight squat. You are 
essentially doing three exereises at once, 
tripling the ehallenge and your return. 

2. Pair exereises together. If you are 
doing weights, choose two, three or even 
four exercises and go from one activity to 
the next without reeovery time. Combine 
pulling and pushing exereises or lower and 
upper body movements into a superset, 
which means doing two or more routines 
as onee. 

3. Focus on your rep pacing. One of 
the easiest ways to boost your results is 
by slowing the exeeution of your move- 


ments down. This is referred to as “time 
under tension.” That is, the longer a musele 
is working, the more it will have to adapt 
whieh equals results. The average person 
takes about 1 to 2 seeonds per rep when lift- 
ing weights. For a typical set of 10, that’s 
only 10 to 20 seeonds of work. Instead, try 
lifting the weights fast (explosively), then 
lower them at a full, honest, 3 -second pace. 
This doubles the time under tension and 
you will see bigger results. You may need 
to reduce the weights you use initially, but 
in the long mn, you’ll see bigger gains. 

4. Combine cardio and weights where 
possible. Did you know that your metab- 
olism stays elevated after you’re done 
working out? If you do eardio, it stays in 
overdrive for three to four hours after you 
work out. With weights, that climbs to five 
to six hours. Combine the two and it’s seven 
to eight hours. Also keep in mind that the 
more lean musele mass you have, the more 
fat your body burns at rest. Avoid foeusing 
only on eardiovascular work as it’s a short- 
sighted approaeh to long-term fitness. 

5. Move it — fast! High-intensity work- 
outs, while generally taking less time to 
reach the point of fatigue, provide better 
return on time invested beeause they bum 
more ealories overall. The days of doing 
slow eardio and hoping to sweat away the 
fat are gone. Alternate between fast-paeed 
workouts and reeovery time. Avoid slow- 
paced low-intensity routines.

Celebrate the eenturies-old eraft of tap- 
ping trees and making syrup during the 
New Hampshire Maple Produeers Asso- 
eiation’s 20th annual Maple Weekend on 
Saturday, Mareh 28, and Sunday, Mareh 
29, as sugar houses from the Great North 
Woods to the Merrimaek Valley region wel- 
eome guests for tours, demonstrations and 
samples. 

“Approximately 100 sugar houses will 
be open,” Robyn Pearl, publieist for New 
Hampshire Maple Produeers Assoeiation, 
said in a phone interview. “It’s a great way 
to start off the spring.” 

Howard Pearl, owner of Pearl and Sons 
Farm in Loudon and a direetor for the New 
Hampshire Maple Produeers Assoeiation, 
has been a part of Maple Weekend sinee its 
beginning. 

“My family [has] many generations of 
maple sugar produeers,” Pearl said in a 
phone interview. “I think it’s a niee eelebra- 
tion of maple.” 

As in most years, this year’s event is 
happening on the fourth weekend of Mareh 
— usually the “bonanza time of maple pro- 
dueing for New Hampshire,” Pearl said. 
Given the snowy winter and eold temper- 
atures this month, the season start may be 
a bit later this year, but Pearl expeets a suf- 
fieient supply to be ready to go for Maple 
Weekend. 

Throughout the day Saturday and Sun- 
day, guests ean stop by multiple sugar 
houses and farms to engage in aetivities 
foeused on the maple sugaring proeess. 
Eaeh loeation will offer aetivities like sug- 
ar house tours, tree tapping and sap boiling 
demonstrations, traetor rides, pony rides 
and paneake breakfasts, and there will be 
plenty of maple produets to sample and 
buy. 

Barbara and Roger Proulx, owners of 
Just Maple in Tilton, will offer samples of 
their maple syrup, maple eream on pretzels, 
maple jellies, maple kettle eorn, maple milk 
and Blake’s maple walnut iee eream made 
with Just Maple syrup. 

In addition to the more eommon maple 
treats, they’ll also be selling maple baked

beans, maple boiled hot dogs and maple 
bean soup. 

“It isn’t really a branehing out, it’s showing 
people how they ean 
use it in eooking,” 

Roger Proulx said in 
a phone interview. 

He said they 
ineorporate maple 
into meals and 
snaeks not to be 
unique, but to sim- 
ply expand the uses 
for maple. He gave 
the example of one 
loeal restaurant that 
sourees his maple 
produets and uses the maple eotton eandy 
on salmon to give it a “fine, erispy finish” 
that you ean’t get using just syrup. 

“You ean substitute maple for sweeten- 
er pretty mueh anywhere,” Barbara Proulx 
said in a phone interview. 

A few years ago she heard of someone 
eooking maple hot dogs and deeided to 
give it a go. 

“I thought OK, what the heek, we’ll give 
it a try,” she said. 

To make them, she boils the sap down just 
slightly before adding the hot dogs to boil. 

“It does piek up the sweet flavor they’re 
boiled in,” she said. “It gives it an interest- 
ing taste beeause of the saltiness of the hot 
dog and the sweetness of the maple.” 

For an event like Maple Weekend, typi- 
eally she’ll leave the sap simmering all day, 
so hot dogs made at the end of the day tend 


to be sweeter than the first batehes made 
with the lightly simmered sap. 

Another maple produet Just Maple is 
bringing out for 
Maple Weekend is 
a maple bean soup, 
whieh Barbara 
Proulx makes from 
a reeipe her daugh- 
ter-in-law gave her. 
Instead of adding 
honey to the vari- 
ety of beans and 
erushed pineapple, 
Proulx uses maple 
syrup. She said you 
eould add in ground 
beef, pork or turkey, but she leaves it out so 
she ean offer a vegetarian option. 

Coming up with ideas for using maple in 
other ways than sugar or syrup eomes natu- 
rally to the Pearls as well. 

“There’s a real movement in reeent years 
to use maple as a natural sweetener,” How- 
ard Pearl said. 

Substitute it for sugar, eorn syrup or 
molasses to ehange the flavor. 

Robyn Pearl noted that the darker the 
syrup, the more strongly the flavor will 
eome through in the reeipe. 

“There are ways you ean take your own 
reeipes at home and maple them up,” said 
Robyn Pearl, who ereates Pearl and Sons 
Farm’s maple produets, ineluding maple 
sugar, maple eream, maple brittle, maple 
lollipops and, reeently, maple granola and 
maple marshmallows. A

Battle in the capital 

Local chefs face off in debut competition

It’s happening on April Fool’s Day, but 
this competition is no laughing matter.

The “creation,” Green said, could be an 
appetizer or an entree, as long as the main 
ingredient is chocolate. After the dish has 
been plated and paired with the chef’s 
choice of wine, the five competition judges 
will evaluate based on imagination, cre- 
ativity, taste, success of wine pairing and 
overall presentation. 

In addition to the competition dish, each 
chef will bring a sample- sized appetizer, 
entree and dessert (which may or may not 
be chocolate-themed) for guests to enjoy.

Chicken & rice 

Going to the grocery store can be a 
stressful experience. You may not be lucky 
enough to go by yourself and an entou- 
rage of kiddos does not make for a relaxing 
experience.

Bruschetta 
chicken bake 


To me, something feels odd about buy- 
ing stuffing in the spring. I assoeiate the dish 
with winter holidays and family gatherings, 
so despite thinking it’s delieious, I typieal- 
ly relegate my stuffing consumption to the 
winter months. But that was before I found 
this recipe for bruschetta chicken bake. The 
dish is ideal comfort food. Ifs flavorful 
and simple, and it feeds a crowd. Plus, ifs 
pantry-friendly. 

Recently, I’ve been struggling with what 
to cook for dinner. My daughter is eating 
table food, but in small amounts and little 
pieces. Because of this. I’m often making 
different meals for her than I do for my hus- 
band and myself 

I’ve been searching, mostly in vain, for 
recipes that will serve every member of 
the family. I thought stuffing would be a 
good option, but didn’t want to make a tra- 
ditional turkey and stuffing dinner. Plus, I 
was looking for something nutritional that 
I could trick my daughter into eating, as 
she’s recently been eating around any and 
all suspicious-looking vegetables. 

This casserole proved to be the perfect 
solution. It’s hearty and filling and decep- 



tively sneaks in some nutrition. And it can 
be made with low-sodium stuffing. 

A can of tomatoes, a box of stuffing, 
water, garlic, basil and chicken and you’re 
well on your way to a simple and delicious 
meal. I opted for tomatoes with Italian 
seasonings, but the flavor was a bit over- 
powering. I think the next time I make this 
I’ll forgo the Italian seasonings, or use fresh 
tomatoes and add more water instead of the 
tomato juices from the can. I also added 
more basil and garlic than what the recipe 
called for, but was happy with the results. 

The stuffing was fluffy, but crispy on the 
top, adding something like a crust to the cas- 
serole. The cheese was perfectly melted and 
added another layer of flavor. The basil could 
be replaced with oregano, or even something 
spicier like red pepper flakes, or you could 
season the chicken beforehand with Italian 
seasonings for a greater depth of flavor. 

Overall, I loved how quickly the dish 
came together, especially on a weeknight. 
My husband and daughter both loved the 
dish — in fact, they both wanted second 
helpings. — Lauren Mifsud ^

Competitions, kits and hands-on help

Are you a home brewer who thinks you 
have what it takes to pit your beer against 
others’ ereations? If so, the Samuel Adams 
LongShot American Homebrewer 
Competition is for you. 

The competition was started in 
1996, but this year it’s a battle of east 
versus west for the title. A brew from 
each side of the Mississippi will be 
chosen, along with a Samuel Adams 
employee winner. The submission 
window is May 1 to May 16. 

The LongShot Competition was 
started by Jim Koch, founder and 
brewer of Samuel Adams, as a 
way to celebrate American home 
brewers, showcase their talents 
and “challenge the notion of what 
beer can be,” according to a com- 
pany press release. Jim began 
brewing beer in his kitchen more 
than 30 years ago, but craft beer 
has changed significantly since, 
with more than 3,000 brewers in 
operation, compared with only 50 
in 1984. 

Past LongShot winners have 
gone on to become profession- 
al brewers, according to Samuel 
Adams, and have turned their hob- 
by into a full-blown profession. Here in New 
Hampshire, we have seen many new brew- 
eries emerge in the past few years, especially 
in the seacoast region. Many of these now- 
professional brewers were once home 
brewers experimenting in their own homes. 

If you’re interested in trying brews from 
the 2014 winners, Samuel Adams will be 
releasing a variety pack with two bottles 
each from Greg Rasmussen of California, 
Matthew Knot of New York and Samuel 
Adams employee John Marra, also of New 
York. Greg’s winning submission was 
Raspy’s Robust Porter, while Matthew won 
with Smokehouse Rauchbier and John with 
Dark Night In Brooklyn Dunkelweiss. 

I found it particularly interesting to look 
through the past winners’ brews, including 
a pineapple IPA, strawberry lager, lemon 
pepper saison and grape ale. This competi- 
tion allows homebrewers’ creativity to run 
wild (and they apparently like to incorpo- 
rate fruit!). For official entry rules, more 
information and supply ordering, visit sam- 
ueladams . com/longshot. 

Locally, if you don’t care about entering 
a competition but still want to brew your 
own beer, head over to Kettle to Keg in 
downtown Pembroke for supplies and own- 


er Jessie Mertz will help you out. They sell 
custom beer kits that make homebrewing 
approachable. 

A home brewer himself, Mertz said this 
hobby has an 1 8 -percent growth rate nation- 
wide, split between 70 percent beer brewers 
and 30 percent winemakers. He enjoys help- 
ing customers and guiding them 
through the homebrewing process. 
“A lot of people make both beer and 
wine,” Mertz said, noting the equip- 
ment is generally similar. “From a kit 
standpoint, wine is easier.” 

While the process may seem intim- 
idating, Mertz said it can be “as easy 
or as complicated as you make it. We 
have customers who are beginners 
to those who are ‘pro’ brewers.” 

A beginner brewing kit comes 
with instructions and a home 
brewer magazine. Wine kits are 
also available with step-by-step 
instructions. Mertz said these are 
easy kits, as long as the steps are 
followed. Kettle To Keg employ- 
ees are always happy to help. 
“The ingredients change, but 
the process is consistent,” Mertz 
said during one of my visits to 
the store, noting that customers 
come back for different supplies 
for alternative recipes once they 
get going. “We have thousands of 
recipes. We can custom craft a rec- 
ipe to meet a brewer’s needs.” 

For something a little bit more hands- 
on, you can visit IncrediBREW in Nashua, 
where they will help you make your own 
beer or wine. They have more than 80 rec- 
ipes for any style of beer, including Belgian 
ales, wheat beers, pale ales, stouts, pilsners 
and more. They will help you make 13.5 
gallons of beer, which equals 72 22-ounce 
bottles. 

“If that is more than you need, bring a 
friend or two to split the batch and multi- 
ply the fun,” says the website. Sounds like 
a great plan! You’ll brew for two hours and 
then the beer stays at IncrediBREW for two 
weeks before you return to finish the pro- 
cess and bottle it with the automatic bottle 
washer and fillers. Costs vary, but a batch 
generally costs $145, plus the cost of bottles 
(which are reusable after an initial invest- 
ment of about $12 per case). Once you own 
the bottles, your cost is about $6 to $7 per 
six pack and you can say that you actually 
made it! 

If you’re like me, you like to leave the 
work to someone else and enjoy the fin- 
ished product at a local brewery or brewpub. 
Thankfully we have no shortage of those 
around the state either. M

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Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

This week, we eelebrated spring (well, 
its offieial ealendar beginning, anyway, 
whieh was Mareh 20) with two sunny 
whites. 

The first was the 2012 Macon Villages 
Chardonnay ($15.99 from Harvest Mar- 
ket in Bedford) from Franee. This light 
gold (almost white gold) eolored wine 
had what one of us ealled an initial bit of 
“not unpleasant barnyard aroma” along 
with mineralness and toastiness and small 
hints of eitrus and honey. Though many of 
those notes were in the flavor as well, we 
weren’t prepared for what a balaneed, full- 
bodied wine this is. Mellow but full, erisp 
and elean but also with hints of butteriness, 
this ehardonnay doesn’t have any oaky fla- 
vor but it still has the round, full feel that 
you hope for with a ehardonnay. It was a 
good eomplement to our springy dinner of 
pasta and peas. 

We also tried the 2012 Abadia de la Oli- 
va Garnacha Blanca from Spain ($16.99 
from Harvest Market in Bedford). This 
yellowy gold wine also had a hint of what 



one of us ealled “funkiness” when opened 
but as air got to the wine the aroma of hon- 
ey and honey erisp apple beeame more 
prominent. Also a full-bodied white, this 
wine (the varietal is often found in Spain 
and in the Rhone Valley in Franee, aeeord- 
ing to Wikipedia) had hints of green stone 
fruit, pear and honey flavors. This fuller, 
rounder white (so still big enough to stand 
up to the heartier early spring, late winter 
meals) has a pleasant mineral quality. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet, d®

Au.Ra, Jane's Lament (Felte Records) 

Far from being a dream-pop album — 
OK, this is a dream-pop album — but there 
are signs of intelligenee outside the usu- 
al genre rigors. For instanee, “Spare the 
Thought” made me think of Guster, of all 
the bands, what with its sleepy-time bare- 
ly-plugged dentist-offiee steez. Other than 
a few of those kinds of moves, though, 
this Aussie duo aims its debut LP square- 
ly at fans of Primal Seream; it’s a little too 
eommereial (not that that’s automatieally 
bad in this ease) to start bandying about 
names like Coeteau Twins, although they 
do enjoy the swirling-fog attributes of 
sueh things, if not the throwbaek produetion. Kiekoff tune “Morning” would fit in 
just as nieely as baekdrop for some seene in The Affair while someone jogs and pon- 
ders life as it would for a monster movie, but then again we’re in a renaissanee of 
pop-eulture where the Singing Nun is used as baekground for American Horror Story. 
Never mind all that, though — this isn’t eollege-radio shoegaze-washout kitseh over- 
mn with goofy voeal effeets, and it’s not really noise roek; it’s something a lot more 
upbeat and radio-friendly than that. Just a little more of the kitseh would have had 
me running a permanent download, if that tells you anything. B — Eric W Saeger 




Goga G, Tbilisi (Maloos Music) 

There are velvet-rope elubs in a lot of 
the world’s eities, as you know, and eaeh 
of these seenes has at least one or two 
DJs who are legitimately trying to break 
worldwide. Then there are the guys who 
want to pump the stoek of their own eity 
while working their way up — for exam- 
ple this 29-year-old Georgian, a.k.a. Goga 
Graffiti, who’s old enough to have experi- 
eneed the bleaker moments of post-Soviet 
turmoil, the eure for whieh is, obviously, 
ehieks in leopard-pattern latex writhing to 
house musie in spaee-age-looking elubs. 
Tbilisi is his home eity, an area whose 
real estate and quality of life have been in boom mode sinee the Rose Revolution 
of 2003; he’s done time as a resident at several eity joints, whieh have names like 
Missoni and Studio 1 1 . This artist EP features four originals of a teeh-house bent, a 
little industrial noise deeorating the edges of winsome ditties and fraetals that might 
remind you of Steve Lawler. There are no voeal-led singles, but all the tunes, “Zmg” 
in partieular, have enough Rohypnol prettiness to eompete with any third-shift DJ at 
the all-nighter plaees.

Szczesny releases short story collection

Short story publishing opportunities in 
New Hampshire are few and far between, 
so when Sid Hall of Hobblebush Books 
offered to take on author (and associ- 
ate Hippo publisher) Dan Szczesny’s 
collection, Sing, and Other Short Stories, 
Szczesny jumped at the chance. 

Hobblebush had never published fiction 
before; the tiny Hollis company (located in a 
cabin surrounded by woods) is best known for 
its nonfiction and Granite State Poetry Series, 
all by New Hampshire writers. But Hall, who 
had worked with Szczesny for his last book. 
The Nepal Chronicles, and who also knew the 
writer was known locally for his hiking mem- 
oir, The Adventures of Buffalo and Tough 
Cookie, felt if anyone could jumpstart a short 
stories book series, Szczesny could. 

Szczesny thinks what Hobblebush is doing 
is remarkable. 

“No publishing house, big or small, is 
doing a series of short stories,” he said, cof- 
fee in hand during an interview at Barnes & 
Noble last week. “No one does that. I mean, 
short stories are almost dead. The whole 
industry.” 

The collection’s release is Thursday, April 
2, and Szczesny celebrates at a Gibson’s 
Bookstore launch party that day at 7 p.m. 

Sing is Volume I in Hobblebush’s Granite 
State Short Story Series, and it comprises 10 
tales. All except one — “Blue Lady,” the first 
short story Szczesny ever had published — 
have never seen print before. He wrote them 
all during different points of his life. 

“I wanted the first [short story] I’d ever 
had published in there — it was in the Buf- 
falo Spree, which is the Buffalo equivalent of 
New Hampshire Magazine — and I wanted 
to put together a collection that encompassed 
my whole career. There are stories from 1990, 
1994, 1998. . . . And I also wanted to have all 
these different styles of short stories,” Szcz- 
esny said.

Three, including the lead, “Sing” — which, 
by the way, has “adult content,” but Szczesny 
assures it was written before the whole Fif- 
ty Shades of Grey pop culture phenomenon 

— are set in New Hampshire, while the rest 
occur in places where Szczesny lived or trav- 
eled, including Nebraska, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Alaska and South Dakota. 

Still, Szczesny says his real interest is 
not the places, but the people. The Adven- 
tures of Buffalo and Tough Cookie, published 
two years ago, is a hiking guide to the less- 
er-known New Hampshire “52 With a View” 
list, “But it’s really about me and Janelle [his 
foster daughter]. It’s about our relationship,” 
he said. '"The Nepal Chronicles is about the 
Mt. Everest base camp, but it’s really about 
me and Meena [his wife]. ... I come from a 
blue-collar family and live in a blue-collar 
city, and I’m interested in blue-collar lives.” 

The stories are about ordinary people 
whose lives are interrupted by extraordi- 
nary circumstances, like traveling circuses, 
daytime television, shady sex businesses 
and the construction of Mount Rushmore. 

Hall expects the company will publish 
one or two short story collections a year — 
just as with the Granite State Poetry Series 

— and said during a phone call that Hob- 
blebush is looking for submissions. Writers 
must be from New Hampshire or have a 
very strong New Hampshire connection, 
and manuscripts should be between 45,000 
and 50,000 words. 

“We want to maintain the same high lev- 
el of quality we established for the Granite 
State Poetry series,” Hall said. “We have the 
ability to showcase some New Hampshire 
writers who really deserve it. There are a 
plethora of great writers in New Hampshire, 
and we feel like we’re in a unique position 
to do that.” A

What Comes Next and How to Like 
It^ by Abigail Thomas (Scribner, 221 
pages) 

When Abigail met Chuck, she was 37 
and divorced, he was 27 and married, 
and they both worked for a publisher, 
appraising manuscripts that arrived with 
dedications like “To my wife and children 
whom I love very much, and to the memo- 
ry of all those who have died by choking.” 

The pair bonded — how could they not? 
— but this story doesn’t go where you 
might think. 

Abigail is Abigail Thomas, who wrote 
2006 ’s A Three Dog Life, a highly regard- 
ed memoir (soon to be movie) about 
rebuilding a life after her husband was hit 
by a car and suffered severe brain damage. 
Her new book. What Comes Next and How 
to Like It, is a quirky and deeply moving 
follow-up to that, with many of the same 
characters, including the three dogs. But 
this memoir focuses not on Abigail and 
her husband, but on Abigail’s relationship 
with her daughter Catherine and her best 
friend Chuck, who played Donkey Kong 
together when Catherine was 9 and Chuck 
was 30, but went on to have an affair when 
Catherine was an adult. 

The fallout was traumatic. Chuck lost 
his wife, Catherine lost her job, and the 
pair hid the affair from Abigail for years 
after it ended. When she finally learned 
about it, Abigail struggled to find nor- 
malcy without losing her daughter or her 
friend. 

“The affair was over, so much of this 
was history now. I found it hard to catch 
up. This should have been none of my 
business. Love is love, after all, and I’m 
all for it. But because we were tangled 
up together, it became something done 
behind my back.” 


The story lends 
tension to what oth- 
erwise could have 
been a fine collec- 
tion of essays about 
aging. Thomas is 
approaching 70, 
and she’s basically 
fine with that, writ- 
ing that she expects 
to see a blind date’s 
face fall when they 
meet and cosmetic 
saleswomen ask if 
she’s spent a lot of 
time in the sun. 

Besides, she 

had her turn as a 
looker, she writes 
benevolently, tell- 
ing stories of past 
loves, like the tall, 
black-caped man (looking “as if he had 
just stepped out of a Charles Dickens nov- 
el and was looking around for an orphan 
to save”) who, within minutes of spotting 
her on a New York street, rented a horse- 
drawn carriage and wooed her on a ride 
through Central Park. That’s one memory 
she’s retained, even though she says big 
chunks of memory are disappearing, like 
caves off a cliff. 

Her imagery is lush. A large woman at 
a party sits in a comfortable chair, “hold- 
ing court, like an amiable spider.” The 
mattress on her bed is “high as a wedding 
cake” — “When I’m up there, I feel like 
the ruler of a small rumpled country,” she 
writes. When discussing burial options 
with Chuck, she says she’s “just pok- 
ing at death with a long stick to see what 
happens.” 

In and of themselves, the chapters. 


which range in 
length from para- 
graphs to pages, 
are extraordinari- 
ly ordinary, with 
Thomas musing 
on her paintings, 
her dogs, and her 
grandchildren. But 
within the ordi- 
nary patter of life is 
this singular, spec- 
tacular voice, that 
of a woman who, 
when experiencing 
tingling at night, 
thinks, “Oh my god. 
I’m shorting out!” 
This, combined 
with the narrative 
of the strange tri- 
angle of love that 
is Thomas, her daughter and her friend, 
makes What Comes Next a surprising 
page-turner. 

What does come next? How does she 
repair her relationship with her daugh- 
ter (who is diagnosed with cancer in the 
course of the story)? How does she remain 
friends with Chuck, the man she’s been so 
close to that people complain when they 
were together “there might as well have 
been nobody else in the room?” There is 
sexual tension between them, too, adding 
another question to the mix: Will Abigail 
and Chuck mate, too? 

No spoilers here that might diminish the 
strange power of a strange story, except to 
say read it for the love, read it for the poet- 
ry, read it for the snappy dialogue, and if 
nothing else, read it for Thomas’ recipe 
for mac and cheese.

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The authoritarian dystopia govern- 
ment becomes ever more desperate 
to catch the troublemaking elements 
led by two teens in love in The 
Divergent Series: Insurgent^ the 
second movie in what I guess will 
be a four-part movie series based 
on a three-part book series because 
that’s the law now. 

Thanks, Harry Potter. 

This movie pieks up more or less where 
Divergent left off with Tris (Shailene 
Woodley), her love interest Four (Theo 
James), Tris’ brother Caleb (Ansel Elgort) 
and reluetant revolutionary Peter (Miles 
Teller) hiding out in Amity, the farmer 
faetion in this divide-and-stay-eonquered 
soeiety. The other faetions are Eurdites 
(the bossypants group whieh Caleb was a 
member of). Dauntless (the bad-ass group, 
whieh Tris, Four and Peter ran away from). 
Candor (the lawyer faetion) and Abeg- 
nation (the eivil servant elass, in whieh 
Caleb, Tris and Four all grew up, mostly 
destroyed in the final aet of the last movie). 
Tris is getting itehy hanging out with the 
peaee-and-love farmer types and wants to 
get baek into the eity to kill Jeanine (Kate 
Winslet), the Eurdite leader who has now 
deelared herself the ruler of all and put the 
rest of soeiety under martial law. Dauntless 
has split into two groups, with one group 
still blindly following Jeanine and another 
group hiding out in Candor. The Jeanine- 
led Dauntless show up to Amity in seareh 
of Divergents — the name given to odd- 
balls like Tris and Four who don’t fit in to 
any one faetion and who Jeanine is eon- 
vineed will destroy soeiety/upset her rule, 
whieh in her mind is the same thing. Peter, 
more of an act-for-himself guy, tries to turn 
them in but Tris, Four and Caleb eseape by 
hitehing a ride baek into the eity. They run 


into a group of Faetionless, people who are 
elaimed by no faetion and in the first mov- 
ie are shown as homeless drifters. But here, 
they appear to be an underground army 
ready to bring down The Man. 

They are led by Evelyn (Naomi Watts), 
Four’s mother, who was long thought dead 
by the other Abegnation people. Turns out, 
she just ran off when Four was 6 years old, 
leaving him to deal with his physieally abu- 
sive father all by himself So, Four’s not a 
fan. Nor, really, is Tris but she shares Eve- 
lyn’s interest in killing Jeanine. Eventually 
Four and Tris — but not Caleb, who sort of 
weenies off in his own direetion — bring 
the Faetionless and the rebel Dauntless 
together to plan an attaek on the eentral 
authority. But then Jeanine figures out how 
to get Tris to turn herself in, hoping that 
Tris’ powerful Divergent nature will help 
her open a box that Jeanine thinks holds the 
secrets for wiping out all the Divergents. 

Or maybe it holds the one ring to lead 
them all. Or maybe it holds a color wheel. 


so this society where the factions are col- 
or-coded can learn a little something 
about mixing and matching the hues of its 
clothes. Forget Divergents, anyone with a 
multi-colored print has the power to spark 
revolution. 

The amazing thing about The Hunger 
Games: Mockingjay Part 1 is how, even 
though I didn’t particularly care about the 
overall mythology of Panem and its power 
structure and even though I didn’t believe 
in the love triangle between Jennifer Law- 
rence and the two lesser actors playing 
her potential beaus, I was pretty riveted. 
It shows that dodgy material really can be 
saved with prestige actors and some live- 
ly writing. 

Insurgent is no Mockingjay Part 1 . Insur- 
gent isn’t even as captivating as some of 
those late-series Harry Potter movies that 
felt mostly like filler. Insurgent feels as 
dull and blah as the shapeless burnt orange 
farmer clothes Tris wears while hiding out 
in Amity. Freed of the business of setting 
up the universe that is required in a first 


movie of a series. Insurgent doesn’t quite 
seem to know what to concentrate on in this 
movie — the romance between Tris and 
Four, the mounting revolution, Jeanine ’s 
increasingly severe reaction, Tris’s emo- 
tional stuff (guilt over killing a character I 
didn’t really remember from the first mov- 
ie plus guilt about how her parents died). 
But Shailene Woodley gives Tris one speed 
— nervous angst — so I never quite feel 
what it is her central, emotional motiva- 
tion is, other than maybe some revenge that 
she hems and haws about. Theo James is an 
intense costar, but the movie doesn’t give 
him much to do other than provide some 
butt-kicking when required. 

Really left out of the loop are Ansel 
Elgort, whose performance could have just 
as easily been given by an Ansel Elgort 
poster, and Miles Teller, who the movie 
clearly wanted to use more. Teller is this 
movie’s Philip Seymour Hoffman, Eliza- 
beth Banks and Woody Harrelson all rolled 
into one. He brings some genuine person- 
ality to his character and some energy to 
his scenes. He’s one of the few people who 
feels like a recognizable human, with self- 
interest and conflicting emotions. 

Insurgent isn’t a complete failure — it 
moves the story along and adds new details 
to this strange world — but it lacks the 
liveliness that would allow it to entertain 
on its own merits and offer much to those 
not already invested in the story. C

Secondhand Serenade and Ryan Cabre- 
ra share the stage at Manchester’s Jewel 
Nightclub on April 2, and it’s more than a 
musical double bill. Bandleader John Vese- 
ly and Cabrera are old friends and one-time 
roommates; with both pushing new proj- 
ects, hitting the road together seemed like 
the right move. 

“You can’t think of a better scenario than 
to tour with your friends, especially when 
you’re a fan of your friends,” Cabrera said 
by phone prior to a show at San Francis- 
co’s Fillmore, describing his relationship 
with Vesely as “two goofy-ass nerds play- 
ing music.” 

During meet-and-greets, “Our antics are 
a little bit out there, but we have fun,” he 
said. “We try to give fans an extra special 
experience at our shows.” 

The easygoing rocker has a habit of 
recruiting pals to projects. Cabrera’s new 
video “House on Fire” includes old kara- 
oke buddy Dennis Haskins {Saved by the 
Bell), Shannon Tweed and Efren Ramirez, 
who played Pedro in Napoleon Dynamite. 
Christian Lamb (Madonna, Tori Amos) 
directed the clip, which follows Cabrera 
after he’s fired from his job and dumped by 
his girlfriend via text; all ends happily with 
a new girl and a SoCal beach sunset. 

The song leads off a new EP Wake Up 
Beautiful, Cabrera’s first collection of new 
material in six years. The friendly vein con- 
tinues with “Sing Along,” a rowdy track

with an old Irish pub feel. Cabrera recorded 
the opening bars on his iPhone. 

“To be honest, I was actually a couple 
cocktails in, in my backyard with a group 
of my friends having a party, and we were 
just jamming,” Cabrera said. “I wanted that 
to be the opening part . . . because I thought 
that was kind of cool and special to capture, 
me and my friends singing along with me.” 

Wake Up Beautiful was released March 
3; a full album is expected later this year. Is 
Cabrera excited to finally head out with a 
new batch of songs after such a long time? 

“Absolutely, you have no idea,” he said. 
“Being in the studio is different. I mean, 
it’s fun, you get to record, and the creative 
process is obviously fun for me because I 
love to write, but the best part for me, the 
reward, is getting to perform. . . . The first 
night of the tour, we played all the EP and 
then a couple new songs that nobody had 


ever heard. Getting to see everybody dance 
to them was pretty awesome.” 

He took an unhurried approach in mak- 
ing the record, working with producer 
Justin Gray (John Legend, Joss Stone, Amy 
Winehouse). 

“I didn’t care about what the business 
says about how long you wait — whatev- 
er. For me, all that mattered was the music,” 
Cabrera said. “I wasn’t going to put any- 
thing out until I felt like it was ready.” 

Cabrera is the first act on Dynamite

Liuzzo and Mitchell Davis, son of industry 
legend Clive Davis. 

“Ryan is a true artist and gem of a soul,” 
the younger Davis told Billboard Mag- 
azine upon signing him last June. “The 
music we have been working on together 
shows amazing growth as an artist and most 
importantly is fantastic.” 

Artistically, Cabrera is happy with the 
new deal. 

“I couldn’t have a better team all across 
the board, from management to label to 
everything,” he said. “They all understand 
that it’s a very weird, interesting business. 
. . . It’s a lot of hard work, and when you do 
it the way I did it, it makes it even harder. 
But I have no problem doing that. I want- 
ed the music to be as good as I could write. 
I wasn’t going to do it until it was time.” 

In his early days, Cabrera drew inspi- 
ration from Dave Matthews; lately, his 
personal playlist has a throwback feel. 

“I’m kind of an old-schooI dude,” he 
said. “When I’m at home, I listen to Sam 
Cooke, Thelonious Monk, Allman Broth- 
ers, Paul Simon. I’m very drawn to a lot of 
classics.” 

His contemporary favorites are similar- 
ly inspired. 

“I am a huge fan and have been for a 
very long time of Sam Smith and what 
he’s doing,” Cabrera said. “My main influ- 
ences right now are a lot of old-school, 
real-deal guys who just wrote great songs 
that weren’t really about production or 
what they should sound like on the radio. 
They’re just great songs.” ^

Witness protection 

Even dangerous felons sometimes serve 
short sentenees, but Benito Vasquez-Her- 
nandez, 58, guilty of nothing has been 
loeked up for nearly 900 days (as of early 
Mareh) as a “material witness” in a Wash- 
ington County, Oregon, murder ease. The 
proseeutor is eonvineed that Vasquez-Her- 
nandez saw his own son, Eloy, murder a 
woman in 2012, and the ease is on hold 
until the vietim’s body is found. The judge 
has given Vasquez-Hernandez two oppor- 
tunities to leave, both impraetical (pay a 
$500,000 bond or give a video deposi- 
tion, but he speaks no English, is illiterate 
in Spanish and, said his lawyer, might 
be mentally ineompetent). (Consolation: 
Material witnesses in Oregon earn $7.50 
a day.) 

The continuing crisis 

• The trendy St. Pauli neighborhood in 
historie Hamburg, Germany, suffers its 
share of uneouth revelers who wander out 
from nightelubs seeking restroom faeilities 
but too often ehoose walls of storefronts 
and private homes, reported London’s The 
Guardian in a March dispatch. The solu- 
tion, according to the civic group IG St. 
Pauli: paint jobs with an “intensely hydro- 
phobic” product known as Ultra-Ever Dry,” 
which somewhat propels liquid aimed at it 
right back toward the source by creating an 
air barrier on the surface. In other words, 
said an IG St. Pauli official, it’s “pee back” 
time, and shoes and trouser legs should 
expect splashes. 

• We have “139 frogs, toads, lizards, 
turtles,” Ms. Thayer Cuter told Seattle’s 
MyNorthwest.com in March, touting her 
Edmonds, Washington, amphibian rescue 
shop, especially the heroic job done recent- 
ly on Rocky, the Texas toad who came with 
stones in his tummy.

• The Job of the Researcher: Cock- 
roaches can be bold explorers or shy and 
withdrawn, according to recent work by 
researchers at Belgium’s Universite Libre 
de Bruxelles, who caught a bunch of them, 
affixed radio tags and studied their move- 
ments. “Explorers” are necessary for 
locating food sources, although, obvious- 
ly, they are also most likely to find Roach 
Motels; “shy, cautious” roaches are neces- 
sary for survival and group stability, and a 
mixture of the types ensures cockroaches’ 
legendary survivability. A Mother Nature 
News commentator wrote, hopefully, that 
understanding roaches’ personalities might 
make us “less quick” to “grab a shoe.” 


Can't possibly be true 

Ranson IB Middle School in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, has a strict dress 
code (requiring, for example, only “hunter 
green” outerwear). Thus, on Jan. 27, when 
parent Chanda Spates dispatched her three 
kids in improperly hued coats, Ranson offi- 
cials confiscated the “contraband” clothing, 
leaving the three (along with 20 other sar- 
torial miscreants) to make their way home 
after classes with no outerwear at all, 
though the temperature that afternoon was 
in the 30s. (Following parental outrage, the 
administrators apologized.) 

Compelling explanations 

Clueless in Florida’s Panhandle: (1) 
Debra Mason, 58, was arrested for theft of 
a pickup truck in Destin, Florida, in Jan- 
uary and according to police. Mason said 
she knew it was stolen property but “didn’t 
think it was ‘that’ stolen.” (2) Ten miles 
away in Mary Esther, Florida, in February, 
Robert Pursley, 54, was arrested for DUI 
and was asked about items in his truck. 
According to the police report, Pursley 
insisted that everything was his “except for 
anything illegal.”

U-S-A! U-S-A! 

• Americans Abroad: (1) American sis- 
ters Lindsey, 22, and Leslie Adams, 20, 
were convicted, fined and deported by 
Cambodia’s Siem Reap Court in February 
after taking several nude photos of each 
other at the Preah Khan temple, apparently 
for their social media “friends.” The Ang- 
kor Archaeological Park, where the temple 
is located, is reportedly the world’s largest 


religious monument. (2) Two other Amer- 
ican women were arrested in March for 
carving 8-inch initials into a wall at Rome’s 
ancient Colosseum and then snapping self- 
ies for their friends. 

• Recurring Theme: Among the most 
recent lives ruined by badly botched pros- 
ecutions: (1) Joseph Sledge, now 70, was 
released from prison in North Carolina in 
January after wrongly serving 36 years 
for a double murder; hair samples (reveal- 
ing another man’s DNA), long thought to 
be lost, were discovered in a court clerk’s 
storage room. (2) Kirk Odom, 52, served 
22 years after his wrongful Washington, 
D.C., conviction for rape and robbery; a 
court in February awarded him $9.2 million 
in compensation, but on the other hand, 
after several prison rapes, he had con- 
tracted HIV. (Odom is one of several D.C. 
men convicted of rape or murder based on 
erroneous analysis by an “elite” FBI hair- 
analysis unit.) 

Least competent criminals 

• Tyler Lankford, 21, attempting a rob- 
bery of Minerva’s Bakery in McKeesport, 
Pennsylvania, in January, committed 
(according to police) the rookie mistake of 
laying his gun on the counter so he could 
pick up the money with both hands. The 
clerk grabbed the gun, and Lankford fled 
but was arrested in March. 

• There are expert counterfeiters, and 
then there is Cass Alder, 22, convicted by 
a court in Canada’s Prince Edward Island 
of trying to pass $100 bills that had been 
printed on napkins but affixed by Alder 
onto thicker paper.
